PACIFIC A MODERN OCEAN.

At All Events It Is Very New to Men of 
< 


Caucasian Antecedent*.

It seems rather curious to recall the i 


fact that very little more than 100 yeans ' 
ago the Pacific was regarded aa a Spaa- ' 
ish lake. That nation claimed it on the 
strength of Balboa's discovery hi 1518 
and insisted that it should be regarded 
as a mare clausmn. This will bear com- 
parison with the claim recently made 
to a like effect by the United States in 
regard to the northern part of the same 
ocean, called Behring sea. 


When Sir Francis Drake circumnavi- 


gated the globe his bailing across these ' 
waters was seriously resented by Spain, 
which demanded restitution to her of the 
plunder which he took, but Queen Eliza- 
beth made a haughty replj. Not lony 
before the close of the last century the , 
Spanish crown again began to make a 
fuss because its monopoly of the Pacific 
was infringed on. It ordered the com- 
mandant of San Francisco to seize tko 
Columbia, the first vessel thSt^carrie'cf 
the American flag around Cape Horn. 
In 1789 two Spanish men-of-war seized 
several English fur traders on the north- 
west coast, and war was very nearly the 
result. 


It is odd that the Spaniards, though 


discoverers of new lands and waters, 
were among the poorest navigators of 
their time. 
After coming upon the 


Solomon islands they could not find 
them again, and they were lost for 150 
years. The water supply of their galleons 
svaa not kept in casks, but in big ear then 
jars. As it was impossible to provide a 
sufficient supply for a six months' voy- 
ige on board of a ship carrying 400 or 
>00 people, they always took to sea great 
lumbers of mats. Whenever it rained, ' 
;he mats were spread to catch the drops, 
which were drained off into jars through • 
split bamboos,

Cortez, after the conquest of Mexico, ' 


Ltted out three email ships to sail to the 
Moluccas and re-enforce the Spaniards ' 
ihere.

One of , 
hese is imagined to have been the strange ' 
vessel which was wrecked on the rocks | 
>t Hawaii at about the same time aa ( 
nearly as can be reckoned. According 
;o tradition, only the captain and his sis- 


were saved. The natives received 


hem kindly and gave them food. They 
intermarried with the Hawaiians and be- 
came the progenitors of certain well 
known families of chiefs. 


In early times the control of land on 


the Hawaiian Islands was held by the 
ruling chiefs,who reserved what portions 
they pleased for their own use and di- 
vided the rest among the leading men 
subject to them. The position of the 
latter was analogous to that of the bar- 
ons of European feudalism. They fur- 
nished supplies to their sovereign and in 
case of war were expected to take the 
field with what fighting men their estates 
could furnish. These barons held almost 
loopotio eway over fhA-ir rlrvm&ins. appor- 
tioning the territory which they con- 
trolled among their followers, according 
to the whim of the moment or the de- 
mands of the policy. Every time a new 
chief came into power there was a fresh 
distribution of lands. Thus the country 
was always full of people who were dis- 
possessed and homeless. Kamehameha 
ill overturned this system by granting 
;o bis people a bill of rights which made 
;heir tenure of the soil permanent.— 
Washington Star.

STATISTICIANS. 


The government established a bureau 


of statistics at Washington for the pur- 
pose of giving reliable information to 
the public on matters of general inter 
eat. The chief of this bureau has five 
assistants or beads of divisions and a 
large corps of clerks. It is the duty of 
the chief to collect and publish the sta- 
tistics of our foreign commerce, em- 
bracing tables showing the exports and 
imports respectively, by countries and 
customs districts; the transit of trade 
inwards and outwards by countries; the 
imports of merchandise entered for 
consumption, showing quantity, value, 
rates of duty and amount of duty col- 
lected on each article or class of arti- 
cles, the number of immigrants, their 
nationality and occupation, arriving 
from foreign countries, the number oi 
passengers departing for foreign coon- 
tries and also special information re- 
garding our internal commerce. 


Recent,!.7 a statement was published 


by this bureau'showing that the bar 
ante of trade against the United States 
for the fiscal year ending June 80, 1898, 
was $93,000,000, that is the imports for 
the year exceeded the exports by thai 
amount 
As the exports of gold for 


the same period almost equaled the 
excess of imports over exports, the ad 
verse balance of trade, not a conspir- 
acy on the part of the gold trust, was 
ar signed as a cause of the gold drain 
Now, however, it is discovered that the 
figures given out by the gevernmen 
statisticians were erroneous to the 
amount of over $40,000,000, as the valu 
of imports exceed the value of exports 
only about $50,000,000 instead of $98, 
000,000 as published. 


This blundering on the part of statis 


ticians, who are paid high salaries anc 
furnished with capable clerkd, who 
have ample time to collate reliable in 
formation, is inexcusable, and calcu 
lated to discredit the reports of statis 
ticians whether tbey be correct or not 
The report of the director of the mint 
which purports to give reliable data as 
to the gold and silver product of the 
country, and the amount of gold and 
silver coined and in circulation, has 
been shown by the press to be as unre 
liable and faulty as that of the bureau 
of statistics. 


SItVJSK AT *08 ANGEI/E8. 


A large and enthusiastic open-air 


meeting was held at Los Angeles, Oali 
f ornia, to express the sentiments of the 
people on the silver question Con- 
gressman Mawou Cannon and United 
States Senator White addressed the 
meeting Cannon, who was elected on 
the Pop a bust ticket and therefore 
pledged to free coinage, plainly out- 
lined the course which he would follow 
in congress He said we must have 
money and the people would brook 
further delay in the settlement of the 
silver question. He concurred with ex- 
Senator Ingalls in the belief that there 
is a conspiracy against silver. Both 
the old pai'ties had gone back on their 
pledges and truckled to the money 
power. He declared that he would vote 
steadily against any bill to demonetize 
silver The Sherman law should be 
repealed, but there must be a satisfac- 
tory substitute. 


Senator White, who was elected by 


Populist votes, made a short speech in 
which he said he attended the meeting 
to show his sympathy with the sil- 
ver question and to hear Congressman 
Cannon taJk. The holders of gold, he 
declared, must not be permitted to 
dictate the solution of the question. 
He advised the people to be patient 
and be wise in exercising the suffrage. 


It is noticed that Senator White was 


somewhat non-committal. 
He ex- 


presses himself as being in sympathy 
with the free coinage movement, but 
does not say as emphatically as Con- 
gressman Cannon that he will oppose 
any and every bill to demonetize silver. 
Before his election to the senate he 
indorsed every plank of the Omaha 
platform, except that relating to the 
Bub-treasury scheme. That indorse- 
ment elected him United States senator 
and there is no reason to doubt his ad- 
herence to the silver cause. When the 
tiniOj for action arrives in the United 
•States senate it is believed he will 
stand shoulder to shoulder with the 
silver men in the fight against the gold 
trust. 


SPEWING THEIIt VENOM AT PJSN-

state under the impression that pros- 
perity prevailed everywhere within its 
borders. 


In Oregon the vice-president "was 


•welcomed as in California, but Gover- 
nor Penoyer in receiving him dared to 
tell the truth. He said no fairer land 
in visited by the sunlight of heaven, 
but with all our resources, many of our 
industries are at a standstill, and 
hundreds without employment. He 
attributed this condition of affair* to a 


departure from the financial policy of 
the founders of the government and 
appealed to the vice-president to use 
Ills influence to procure a return to 
the policy which was so successfully 
followed for eighty years. 


For speaking truths which cannot be 


controverted Governor Penoyer is now 
made a target at which every open as 
well as designing enemy of silver dis- 
charges his partisan venom. 
The 


people, however, respect the brave old 
governor for earnestly but respectfully 
stating facts and calling the attention 
of the vice-president to the condition 
of the country.

SALT LAZE, Utah, July 26.—The Bus 


iness Men's Association of this city 
the largest commercial organization in 
Utah, issued a voluminous circular to- 
day to .merchants, manufacturers anc 
capitalists, east and west, the import o: 
which is as follows: 


" We stand immediately in the shadow 


of a danger which is aiming a fata, 
blow at the very basis of our prosper 
ity and development, and threatens to 
sweep out of existence the industry 
on which all other industries depenc 
in this region. It has been through 
silver mining that this region has been 
developed to its present greatness, anc 
our coal mines, manufactures, farms 
ranges and commerce generally, lean 
upon silver mining as their respective 
source of profit. 


ACTION OF EASTERN FINANCIERS. 
" We believe that the action of eastern 


financiers in their attempt to establish 
a single monetary basis and to destroy 
silver as money, has been injurious to 
the country at large. It has resulted in 
locking up all the money in this re- 
gion. All mines have been shut down 
Already thousands of people have been 
thrown out of employment. Factories 
have had to shut down and merchants 
had to countermand their orders. Las1 
year the income from wool in this ter- 
ritory was $2,500,000. This year it IB 
only 50 per cent of that sum. The coa] 
output has decreased 68 per cent and 
railroad tonnage in and out of this ter- 
ritory 60 per cent. 


"All this has come about from the 


fall in silver. 
We have thousands of 


cattle in the territory and hundreds of 
thousands of sheep which cannot be 
marketed. We have magnificent fruit 
and vast quantities of gram which can- 
not be marketed because there is no 
money to either preserve or move crops. 
Our products, our property and re- 
sources, are amply sufficient to con- 
tinue our prosperity, but the repeal of 
the Sherman act, with no legislation 
supplemented which would give stand- 
ing to silver as a money, wouldjbe to 
us as the destruction of New York har- 
bor by an earthquake to that city." 


WOMEN TAKE A HAND. 


The women of Utah held a large mass 


meeting in the interests of silver at the 
heatre in this city this evening. The 
structure was filled to overflowing with 
both sexes. But only ladies occupied 
Jbe stage and only ladies spoke from 
the platform. There was music by a 
woman's orchestra and by women vo- 
calists. 


Mrs. 
Emaline B. Wells was chosen 


chairman of the meeting, and responded 
with a brief silver speech. 
Other 


speeches were made by representative 
women, and a memorial to congress 
from the women of Utah was adopted, 
graying for the enacting of such meas- 
ures as will increase the use of silver 
money and enhance the price of silver 
bullion. 


The old song, "Hard Times Come 


Again No More," which did service in 
ormer panics, was sung with a vim. A 
similar women's meeting will be held 
in Park City to-morrow night. 


Denver's Destitute People. 


DENVEB, July 26.—Two thousand five 


hundred people, all of them hungry, 
were fed to-day in this city, and the 
third sister in Trinity, Charity, is re- 
sponsible for the good deed. 


All of them were men, and it is 


doubtful if within the history of the 
entire world so many well-dressed and 
able-bodied people ever before ac- 
knowledged that they were hungry— 
actually starving. 
Every face was 


tanned by exposure to the weather, but 
with but few exceptions none had the 
appearance of dissipation. 


A few women loitered about with 


;heir children. The mothers permitted 
x,heir offspring to eat, but they refused 
;o eat themselves, while at J;he same 
;ime the gnawing at their vitals was 
plainly visible by the twitehings of the 
nerves in their faces. 


Strikers Jubilant. 


PrrrsBrao, July 26.—Striking miners 


are jubilant over the desertion, here 
and at Weir City, of a number of negro 
miners imported from Alabama. The 
deserters claim they were misled. No 
disturbances to-day. 


Chris Evans' Arraignment. 


FBESNO, CaL, July 26.—Chris Evans 


was arraigned to-day on two indict- 
ments charging him with the murder 
of Vic Wilson and Andrew McGinnis. 
To each he pleaded not guilty. Ex- 
Congressman W. Woodburn of Carson, 
Nev., who is associated with Pat Reddy. 
in Evans* defense, was present and the 
trial of the case was not set, but it is 
understood that it will be held about 
next October. 


Evans appeared in good humor and 


spirits and his plea was made in a 
strong voice. He denies that he has a 
brother in San Diego or •elsewhere in 
this state. Hie relatives all live in 
Ottawa, Canada.

Casting Slelgbbolls. 


A question frequently asked is in re- 


gard to the method of producing sleigh- 
bells containing iron balls larger than 
the opening in the bells. Devious to 
making a cast the maker of sleighbells 
puts an iron ball inside a sand core, just 
the shape of the inside of the bell. Thu 
sand core, with the jinglet inside, is 
Saced hi the mold of the outside and 
the melted metal poured in, which fills 
up the space bstween the cores and mold. 
The hot metal burns the core so that it 
can be shaken out, leaving the ball with- 
to the shell. Ball valves, swivel joints 
and many other articles are cast in the 
same manner.-Detroit Free Press.
